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Work  :  for  I  am  with  you,  saith  the  Lord. 

LI  AGO  A 1  2.  4. 

Humbly  and  thankfully  we  acknowledge  that  Our 
Lord  has  been  with  us,  *  Therefore  let  us  offer  the  sacrifice 
of  praise  to  Him  continually,  *who  hath  done  'great  things 
for  us  whereof  we  are  glad. 

And  we  cordially  thank  the  friends  who  have  done  so 
much  to  sustain  this  work.  May  each  of  our  many  con¬ 
tributors  rejoice  in  the  possession  of  the  truth  that  they  have 
served  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

As  this  is  comparatively  a  new  work  (having  been  com 
menced  December,  1875,)  only  a  small  proportion  of  those, 
whose  hearts  are  always  in  active  sympathy  with  the  suffering 
know  its  scope — its  two-fold  object — that  of  refreshing  and 
strengthening  the  suffering  body  by  fruits  and  such  other 
light  nourishment  as  the  sick  can  eat,  and  the  far  higher 
privilege  of  presenting  the  Gospel  Message  of  Redeeming 
Love. 

When  the  patients  have  been  refreshed  by  the  fruits,  etc. 
and  their  courage  revived  by  such  practical  proofs  that  they 
are  kindly  thought  of,  and  cared  for,  then  we  can  ask  them 
to  give  their  attention  to  the  message  of  God’s  love  to  them, 
then  we  can  urge  the  perishing  to  believe  that  our  Lord 
Jesus,  “Came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost.” 

So  greatly  has  our  Lord  blessed  His  “Bible  and  Fruit 
Mi  ssion”,  that  through  its  instrumentality,  not  only  many, 
many  suffering,  weary  bodies  have  been  refreshed  and 


*  Hebrew  13.  15.  Psalm  126.  3. 
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strengthened,  but,  in  some  instances  where  recovery  had 
seemed  hopeless,  some  delicacy  known  in  the  past,  perhaps, 
but  long  forgotten,  in  other  instances  never  known  at  all, 
had  tempted  back  tne  lost  appetite,  and  the  patient  thus  a 
little  strengthened,  has  from  that  moment  been  brought 
slowly  back  to  health. 

We  are  deeply  thankful  that  we  have  thus  been  permit¬ 
ted  to  alleviate  the  physical  sufferings  of  our  Public  Sick ,  but 
the  joy  of  our  work,  has  been,  that  so  many  of  the  lost,  the 
broken  hearted,  the  prisoners  to  Satan’s  bondage  have  been 
brought  to  Him,  who  came  to  seek  and  to  save  the  lost,  to 
bind  up  the  broken  hearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the 
captives. 

Some  thus  brought  to  the  Lord  and  Giver  of  Life,  Life 
Eternal,  have  given  unmistakable  evidence  of  their  genuine 
conversion,  showing  a  touching  gentleness  to  all  around  them, 
and  astonishing  fortitude  under  suffering,  and  giving  proofs 
upon  their  death  bed,  that  they  knew  Him  in  whom  they 
believed,  and  trusted  Him  who  had  prepared  for  them  a 
Heavenly  Mansion. 

One  Hospital  cot  was  illuminated  by  the  presence  of 
the  Saviour,  when  He  came  to  take  to  her  joyous  re  d,  one 
who  having  long  wandered  in  the  wilderness  of  sin,  had  for 
months  been  rejoicing  in  her  God,  because  He  had  clothed 
her  with  the  Garments  of  Salvation. 

Hot  only  those  who  have  passed  from  Earth  to  Heaven, 
have  brought  praise  to  the  Name  of  Jesus,  but  we  have  the 
names  of  forty  three  who  have  been  restored  to  their  own 
homes,  or  placed  in  good  situations  or  in  Institutions,  who 
are  doing  so  well  that  we  have  had  most  gratifying  proof 
that  they  had  received  the  new  heart ;  for  they  are  living 
new  lives,  using  their  influence  for  good  instead  of  evil. 
Of  these,  one  was  returned  to  his  friends  in  Denmark, 
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through  the  kindness  of  our  Danish  Consul  ;  one  each,  to 
London,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Canada,  through  the  kind  assist¬ 
ance  of  St.  George’s  Society  ;  and  one  of  the  Epileptic  patients 
in  Clharity  Hospital,  was  restored  to  his  friends  in  Germany, 
through  the  efforts  of  one  of  the  ladies  who  visit  that  ward. 

Our  visits  are  all  made,  the  fruits  etc  (which  are  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  articles  of  diet  supplied  by  the  Public  Author- 
ites),  are  all  distributed  ONLY  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surgeons  or  Physicians  of  these  Hospitals,  and  always  by  our 
visitors  themselves. 

These  Surgeons  and  Physicians,  have  warmly  sympa¬ 
thized  and  actively  co-operated  with  this  Mission,  and  their 
unvarying  kindness  and  courtesy  towards  us,  have  most 
pleasantly  opened  the  way  to  the  bedsides  of  the  patients, 
and  their  cordial  approbation  has  been  a  valued  encourage¬ 
ment. 

A  Surgeon  told  one  of  our  members  that  he  would 
rather  perform  a  critical  operation  on  the  day  of  our  visit, 
than  at  any  other  time,  as  the  probability  of  recovery  was 
greater,  when  his  patients  had  been  soothed  and  encouraged 
by  our  ministrations. 

Dr.  C.  P.  Estabrook,  Chief  of  Staff  of  Charity  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Blackwell’s  Island,  has  thus  kindly  written  of  our  work 
as  he  has  observed  it. 

“Permit  me  in  behalf  of  the  many  sufferers  in  this  Hos¬ 
pital,  who  have  received  aid  and  comfort  at  the  hands  of  the 
members  of  the  ‘New  York  Bible  and  Fruit  Mission’  to 
tender  this  slight  acknowledgement  of  our  appreciation  of 
your  kindly  efforts,  which  are  greatly  benefiting  our  patients. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  little  school  established  in  the 
Epileptic  Hospital.  The  introduction  of  plants  and  flowers 
to  the  Hospital  grounds,  I  believe,  will  also  prove  a  great 
benefit,  both  in  the  elevating  influence  which  they  may 
exercise  upon  the  patients,  and  also  in  occupyiug  their  time 


which  would  otherwise  be  spent  in  idleness.  Your  work  is 
a  noble  one  and  as  far  as  our  own  Institution  is  concerned 
has  resulted  I  am  sure  in  much  good.  I  shall  always  take 
pleasure  in  rendering  to  you  any  assistance  I  may  be  able  in 
the  prosecution  of  your  labors,  knowing  that  by  so  doing,  I 
am  at  the  same  time  promoting  the  welfare  of  our  patients. 

That  you  may  persevere  in  your  work  with  the  same 
energy  and  good  judgment  that  has  heretofore  characterized 
it,  is  my  earnest  desire.” 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  make  the  following  extract 
from  the  report  of  1877  of  Dr.  A.  W.  Holden,  chief  of  Staff 
Homoeopathic  Hospital,  Wards  Island. 

“The  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  Ladies  of  the  ‘  Bible  and 
Fruit  Mission’  in  the  service  of  the  Master  are  worthy  of 
special  mention  and  commendation.  Their  visits  to  this 
Hospital  on  every  alternate  Saturday  have  been  looked  for¬ 
ward  to  with  pleasurable  anticipation  by  the  patients,  and 
have  been  made  the  occasion  of  religious  instruction  and  con¬ 
versations  in  the  Wards,  as  well  as  devotional  mitherbms  in 
the  Chapel,  where  in  the  service  of  song  and  adoration,  pray¬ 
ers  have  been  more  than  once  requested  by  patients  in  the 
auditory.  In  the  great  harvest  of  souls  shall  not  the  Lord 
of  all  the  earth,  find  some  gleanings  from  the  seed  thus  scat¬ 
tered  in  this  unpromising  soil  \  In  the  distribution  of  fruits, 
flowers,  food,  and  delicacies,  (acknowledged  elsewhere,)  the 
approaches  to  the  human  heart  were  paved  with  such  mani¬ 
fold  acts  of  kindness,  as  to  exercise  an  irresistable  influence 
upon  those  whose  sympathies  and  emotions  had  long  been 
crusted  over  with  the  hard  accretions  accumulated  during  a 
weary  life  of  misery,  hardship  and  want”. 

Many  kindly  words  from  the  Chaplains  of  these  Hospi¬ 
tals  have  cheered  and  strengthened  the  workers  in  this  great 
Harvest  Field. 


We  are  also  very  much  indebted  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Public  Charities  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy, 
and  to  the  Wardens.  They  have  all  done  much  to  make 
pleasant  and  comfortable  our  visits  to  the  Hospitals. 

Our  glad  responses  to  the  frequent  appeals  of  many  of 
the  Nurses  that  we  would  ‘  please  not  forget  their 
patients,’  has  given  us  a  bond  of  sympathy  with  these 
faithful  ones,  who  continually  minister  to  these  lonely  suffer¬ 
ers. 

Rev.  Dr.  II.  Dyer  has  thus  most  kindly  again  noticed 
our  work.  “A  Qniet  and  Beautiful  Charity” — Among  the 
charities  of  our  city  there  is  one  which  claims  more  than  a 
passing  notice.  We  allude  to  “The  New  York  Bible  and 
Fruit  Mission  to  our  Public  Hospitals.”  For  two  years  and 
more  it  has  pursued  its  qniet  and  unobtrusive  way,  minister¬ 
ing  to  the  bodily  and  spiritual  wants  of  the  sick  and  dying  as 
there  has  been  opportunity.  Let  it  he  understood  that  these 
ministrations  of  mercy  are  under  the  direction  of  the  physi¬ 
cians  and  surgeons  of  the  Hospital,  and  supplement  the  pro¬ 
vision  made  by  the  public  authorities.  This  is  as  it  should 
be.  We  hardly  need  call  attention  to  the  value  of  such  ser¬ 
vices.  The  very  fact  that  these  thousands  of  sufferers  are 
thought  of  and  visited  by  Christian  ladies,  that  they  are  sup¬ 
plied  with  fresh  and  wholesome  fruits,  that  they  hear  the 
words  of  sympathy  and  love,  touches  all  their  better  feelings 
and  awakens  many  a  sacred  memory.  This  of  itself  does  a 
world  of  good  ;  hut  more  than  this  ;  wdien  the  heart  is 
thus  moved  the  poor  sufferers  are  ready  and  glad  to  hear  the 
words  of  hope  and  comfort  which  come  from  the  lips  of  the 
Great  Teacher  Himself.  There  in  their  weakness  and 
loneliness,  they  learn  to  think  of  better  things,  and  of  a  better 
world  to  come. 

And  these  thoughts,  more  than  all  medicine,  bring  sunny 
days  both  to  body  and  soul,  and  brighten  all  the  future. 
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Eternity  alone  will  reveal  all  the  good  of  such  a  service 
and  such  a  Christdike  ministry. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  receive,  and  forward  to  the  proper 
parties,  any  contributions  which  may  be  sent  to  us  for  this 
purpose.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Bottome  has  also  again  thus  kindly  com¬ 
mented  upon  our  work. 

“  The  recurring  season  calls  our  attention  again  to  that 
beautiful  Christian  endeavour,  the  Bible  and  Fruit  Mission 
of  our  city.  We  hardly  know  whether  most  to  admire  the 
grateful  character  of  the  work  itself,  or  the  delicate  way  in 
which  its  very  exercise  must  re-act  on  the  willing  workers 
in  this  attractive  held  of  labor.  “  Give,  and  it  shall  be 
given  you,”  is  the  royal  rule  ;  and  in  no  way  is  it  so  delight¬ 
fully  exemplified  as  when  giving  a  cup  of  cold  water  in  the 
name  of  a  disciple  ! 

No  where  are  we  treading  so  closely  in  the  steps  of 
Him  ‘who  came  to  heal  the  brokenhearted,’  and  ‘who  went 
about  doing  good,’  as  when  in  tender  sympathy  of  soul, 
we  seek  these  hidden  ones,  and  by  word  and  deed  give 
healing  where  wounds  have  been.  ‘  Mercy  is  twice  blessed,’ 
but  who  shall  have  the  greater  blessing,  the  giver  or  re¬ 
ceiver  ?  Often  the  giver,  ‘for  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  unto  Me.’  It 
seems  to  us  that  such  a  charity  needs  only  to  be  known, 
to  be  eagerly  sought  after,  by  such  as  are  so  circum¬ 
stanced  as  to  be  able  to  devote  themselves  to  its  Christ 
like  work.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  efforts  are  being 
made  to  open  a  place  as  a  sort  of  home  centre  for  the 
‘  Bible  and  Fruit  Mission,’  where  its  members  may 
receive  such  donations  as  Christian  sympathy  will  be  glad 
to  send  from  time  to  time.  Most  earnestly  do  we  commend 
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this  good  work  to  the  prayers  and  help  of  every  lover  of 
Christ  and  humanity.” 

We  would  that  all  who  are  able  to  contribute  to  this 
Mission,  could  witness  the  relief  and  delight  afforded  the 
sufferers  by  the  fruits,  etc.,  etc.,  which  are  given  them- 
The  eagerness  with  which  some  tempting  light  nourish¬ 
ment  is  taken,  abundantly  proves  the  necessity  of  such 
provision,  and  the  anxiety  with  which  many  of  the  patients 
have  asked  our  prayers,  often  leads  us  to  exclaim,  “  the 
harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  the  labourers  few.” 

Are  there  not  many,  who,  when  they  know  of  this  Mis 
sion,  will  help  to  supply  our  need  of  more  visitors,  many 
who  are  rejoicing  because  their  own  names  are  written  in 
the  Lamb’s  Book  of  Life,  to  whom  strength  and  time  have 
been  lent  for  such  service  ? 

Are  there  not  many  to  whom  God  has  entrusted  the 
Talent  of  singing,  who  will  gladly  use  this  great  gift,  not 
only  to  brighten  weary  hours,  but  in  many  cases  to  touch 
hearts  and  consciences  long  closed  against  all  other  efforts  ? 
We  have  been  much  impressed  by  the  happy  effects  of  sing¬ 
ing  to  the  patients ;  many  of  them  have  said  “  it  made  them 
forget  their  pains,  they  wished  the  ladies  would  sing  again.” 
Often  the  sufferers,  as  they  can,  join  in  our  singing  of  the 
hymns. 

In  many  instances  a  very  happy  influence  has  been  ex¬ 
erted  by  letters  to  the  patients.  These  messages  have  been 
especially  helpful  to  those  in  the  Penitentiary  Hospital.  To 
them  an  encouraging  sympathizing  word  comes  like  a  cool 
breeze  “  calming  and  bracing  their  feverish  hearts.”  Are 
there  not  many  ladies  who,  deprived  of  the  privilege  of 
often  visiting  these  lone  ones,  will  gladly  cheer  the  long 
monotony  of  a  sick  day  in  a  Hospital,  by  thus  sending  some 
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of  Our  Lord’s  never-failing  Promises,  with  a  few  words  of 
kindly  sympathy  from  the  writer? 

From  time  to  time  the  word  of  encouragement  reaches 
us  from  Physicians  and  Orderlies  that  the  tone  of  conversa¬ 
tion  is  greatly  improved  among  the  patients — that  mutual 
kindness  and  forbearance  have,  in  many  instance,  taken  the 
place  of  roughness  and  profanity. 

The  condition  of  the  Epileptics  has  been  much 
improved  by  the  day-school  which  lias  been  established  in 
that  ward.  Until  this  was  provided,  these  patients  led 
totally  inert  and  purposeless  lives.  ‘  Physically  they  are 
comparatively  sound,  the  sad  disease  to  which  they  are 
subject,  affecting  mind  more  than  body.’ 

Mr.  Stein,  the  teacher,  is  greatly  interested  in  the  work 
and  deserves  much  credit  for  his  patience  and  persistency  : 
under  his  instruction  the  boys  have  wonderfully  im¬ 
proved  in  writing,  arithmetic  and  spelling  as  well  as  in 
general  deportment ;  they  delight  in  displaying  their  pro- 
ficiency  to  the  friends  who  visit  them. 

The  following  lines,  signed  by  the  scholars  of  this  little 
school,  gave  us  unexpected  pleasure  : 

“Dear  kind  friends  of  the  Ladies’  Fruit  Mission  : — You 
having  been  so  kind  to  us  by  your  good  feelings  and  assist¬ 
ance  to  us,  during  the  last  few  months,  and  giving  means 
and  help  to  Mr.  Stein  to  teach  us  so  benevolently,  we  can¬ 
not  do  otherwise  than  hereby  offer  our  most  hearty  thanks 
for  your  love,  and  hoping  that  the  dear  Lord  will  make  it 
up  to  you  all.” 

An  orderly  of  the  Epileptic  and  Paralytic  Ward, 
Charity  Hospital,  sent  the  following  : 

MRS.  S. - ,  AND  OTHER  LADIES  OF  BIBLE  AND  FRUIT  MISSION. 

Ladies : — Allow  me  as  Orderly  of  the  Epileptic  and 
Paralytic  Pavilion,  to  offer  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
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kindness  shown  by  you  to  the  unfortunate  inmates  of  this 
Institution,  for  the  presents  which  so  gladden  them,  for 
their  school  in  which  you  take  such  a  deep  and  unremitting- 
interest,  for  the  excursion  last  June,  which  even  to  the 
present  time,  is  to  them  a  theme  of  pleasant  conversation ; 
as  well  as  the  Christmas  tree,  a  reminder  of  old  and  pleasant 
times.  Again  allow  me  Ladies,  once  more  to  offer  you  in 
behalf  of  my  patients,  their  sincere  thanks  and  well  wishes 
for  a  further  continuance  of  your  good  work.

On  the  Excursion  thus  alluded  to,  between  forty  and 
fifty  of  the  Epileptic  Patients  with  their  Orderlies,  enjoyed 
a  sail  to  Harts  Island,  returning  to  Charity  Hospital,  after 
a  day  of  much  pleasure,  and  we  believe  benelit.  Four 
of  the  Physicians  kindly  joined  the  party,  thus  relieving  us 
of  the  responsibility  incident  to  such  an  excursion.  We 
were  also  much  indebted  to  the  Commissioners  for  their 
kindness  in  placing  a  Steamboat  at  our  disposal.  Kind 
friends  had  provided  refreshments,  and  soon  after  leaving 
the  Hospital,  a  table  was  spread,  as  large  as  the  cabin  would 
allow,  which  was  covered  with  tempting  delicacies,  as  well 
as  substantial  provisions.  After  a  blessing  had  been  asked, 
the  members  of  our  Mission,  who  were  present,  were  hap¬ 
pily  and  very  busily  employed  in  waiting  upon  the  patients, 
who  heartily  enjoyed  the  good  things  provided.  Especial 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Le  M - ,  for  his  careful  prepara¬ 

tion  of  the  repast. 
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Of  the  many  cases  of  inteiest  in  connection  with  our  work 
of  1877,  we  take  the  following  from  the  journals  of  some  of 
our  visitors  : 

“  A  poor  woman  suffering  from  cancer  when  first  visited 
was  dispondent  and  unhappy  in  prospect  of  death,  and  ready 
to  murmur  at  her  lot  as  hard  and  unreasonable.  She  had  no 
appreciation  of  the  soul  sustaining  power  of  the  Gospel,  but 
was  ready  to  justify  herself  under  the  plea  of  a  moral  life  and 
some  adherance  to  the  requirements  of  her  church.  But  when 
the  love  of  Christ  was  set  before  her  with  all  its  tendering 
claims  upon  our  gratitude,  she  gradually  opened  her  heart  to 
admit  Him  as  her  Sovereign  and  Redeemer,  and  became  an 
earnest  seeker  after  a  knowledge  of  His  will,  and  the  fuller 
blessings  which  accompany  salvation.  She  seemed  to  rejoice 
in  every  opportunity  for  prayer  and  thanksgiving  with  her 
visitors,  and  when  occasionallythis  exercise  was  omitted,  she 
would  reproach  herself  for  not  having  asked  it.  As  months 
passed,  the  growing  trust  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  increased  rest¬ 
fulness  and  peace  under  much  physical  suffering  were  mani¬ 
fested  in  her  brightened  countenance— and  she  frequently  ex¬ 
pressed  herself  now  willing  to  leave  all  in  her  Saviour’s  hands 
and  to  go  home  whenever  He  should  call  her,  all  fear  of  death 
being  taken  away.  She  regarded  the  Ladies  of  the  Fruit 
Mission  as  her  dear  personal  friends,  and  while  expressing 
thankfulness  for  their  little  offerings  to  refresh  the  body,  would 
often  add,  ‘  but  it  is  not  so  much  the  fruit  you  bring  us,  as 
your  rvords  of  counsel  and  comfort  we  enjoy.’  She  is  now, 
we  rejoicingly  believe,  gathered  to  the  company  of  the  re¬ 
deemed  in  Heaven,  having  passed  away  a  few  weeks  since, 
trusting  alone  in  the  precious,  atoning  blood  of  Christ.” 

“  A  man  who  kept  an  abode  of  vice  in  this  city,  was  found 
in  the  Penetentiary  Hospital,  B.  I.,  very  sick,  I  spoke  to  him 
about  the  welfare  of  his  soul,  when  he  said  he  desired  its 
salvation  above  everything  else,  but  that  he  was  such  a  wicked 
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man,  he  feared  God  would  not  forgive  him.  I  then  urged  him 
to  believe  God  and  trust  His  promises,  many  of  which  I 
repeated  ;  the  tears  flowed  and  he  asked  me  if  I  would  not 
pray  for  him  then,  and  also  when  I  went  home.  I  did  so,  and 
told  him  to  pray  earnestly  for  himself  which  he  did.  In  three 
or  four  weeks  he  found  Jesus  as  one  “mighty  to  save,”  and 
gave  evidences  that  could  not  be  mistaken,  of  a  change  of 
heart.  ‘  Oh  !  the  goodness  of  God  to  save  such  a  wretch  as  I.’ 
He  could  now  see  God  in  everything.  I  gave  him  a  flower,  he 
said,  ‘  Our  Father  made  it,’  and  praised  Him  for  His  good¬ 
ness.  I  asked  him  what  he  intended  to  do  if  he  lived  to  get 
out.  He  said  he  wanted  to  win  souls  for  Christ,  but  if  this  was 
not  God’s  will,  he  was  ready  to  die  now,  for  he  knew  God  for 
Jesus’  sake  had  washed  away  all  his  sins.  He  recovered 
sufficiently  to  leave  the  Hospital,  but  a  short  time  after,  was 
called  away  to  enjoy  that  Home  prepared  for  all  ‘who  love  and 
serve  God.” 

“  In  the  Penitentiary  Hospital,  a  poor  man  lay  tossing  on 
his  bed.  The  orderly  said  he  did  not  think  he  could  live 

through  the  night.  Mrs.  R - —  kindly  offerred  him  fruit 

and  flowers,  but  he  exclaimed,  ‘  Oh  I  want  prayer,  prayer, 
prayer,  oh  pray  for  me.’  We  knelt  in  prayer  after  a  little  con¬ 
versation.  The  poor  man  groaned  and  in  great  anguish,  ex¬ 
claimed,  ‘  Oh,  mother,  mother  how  often  you  have  tried  to 
have  me  pray.’  Our  prayer  was  answered,  his  life  has  been 
spared  and  we  learn  from  many  sources  that  he  became  a 
Christian  in  practice  as  well  as  profession.” 

“  At  Charity  Hospital  I  was  sent  for  to  visit  a  person  in  a 
dying  state — thought  her  unconcious,  but  found  the  juice  of  an 
orange  refreshed  her.  As  we  sang  in  a  low  tone  a  few  lines  of 
a  hymn,  she  opened  her  eyes  and  eagerly  took  the  fruit  given. 
As  prayer  was  offerred,  the  look  of  pain  passed  away,  and  was 
succeeded  by  a  calm  peaceful  expression.  Her  friend  who  was 
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with  her  afterwards  thanked  us  for  the  comfort  given,  and 
said,  ‘You  helped  her  Home.” 

“  I  visited  the  idiotic  girls  on  Randall’s  Island,  and  gave 
them  candy  and  some  picture  papers.  To  Lizzie,  an  English 
girl,  I  gave  a  paper  with  a  picture  of  a  mother  kissing  her  babe. 
She  was  very  much  affected  and  said,  ‘  dear  lady,  that’s  the 
way  dear  mother  done  to  me.’  It  brought  back  her  childhoods 
days.  She  kneeled  before  me  and  showed  me  how  she  prayed 
for  me  and  all  my  friends  every  day.  It  was  a  scene  I  shall 
never  forget.  J  felt  as  if  indeed  we  were  on  Holy  Ground, 
such  a  manifestation  of  the  Holy  Spirit.” 

“  Mrs.  F - ,  at  Charity  seemed  almost  a  hopeless  case, 

she  had  been  a  very  wicked  woman,  and  was  at  one  time  in  the 
States  Prison  for  three  years.  After  her  removal  to  Harts 
Island,  she  sought  earnestly  the  way  of  salvation,  and  was 
impatient  to  tell  me  how  happy  she  was.  Her  face  as  well  as 
her  words  told  the  truth.” 

“A  fallen  woman  at  Charity  Hospital,  who  used  to  attend 
the  meetings  held  in  one  of  the  wards,  was  converted,  and 
when  she  had  given  herself  to  the  Lord  Jesus,  she  said  I  was 
never  so  happy  before.  Another  woman  in  the  same  ward 
was  also  converted,  I  talked  with  her  oftentimes.  There  was  a 
great  change  in  her.  She  came  to  me  the  day  she  left,  and 
said,  ‘  Oh  I  shall  never  forget  how  good  you  have  been  to  me, 
and  what  you  have  taught  me  of  the  love  of  Christ.” 

“  One  young  lad,  who  changed  his  situation  to  one  he 
thought  more  lucrative  than  the  place  I  had  procured  for  him, 
(when  he  was  dismissed  from  the  Hospital),  wrote,  ‘  please  do 
not  forsake  me — I  feared  that  when  you  heard  that  I  had  left, 
you  would  be  vexed  with  me,  and  not  care  for  me  any  more — 
should  such  be  the  case,  it  would  grieve  me  very  much,  for  I 
have  no  other  friend.  Please  think  of  me  with  kindness.’ 
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After  an  absence  of  months  in  the  West,  he  came  to  see  me  one 

day,  and  told  me  that  when  he  was  in  J - ,  he  was  tempted 

very  strongly  to  steal.  ‘  1  battled  ’  he  said  with  myself  for 
more  than  one  hour,  then  I  took  your  last  letter  out  and  read 
it — and  when  I  saw  your  words — ‘  I  have  confidence  in  you’ — 
temptation  had  no  more  power.  ‘I  said  I  will  not  grieve  her, 
nor  disgrace  myself.’  Later,  he  wrote  ‘  I  thank  you  for  all  your 
kindness  to  me,  but  especially  for  giving  me  words  of  comfort 
from  the  word  of  God,  and  showing  me  how  the  Holy  Spirit 
moves  me  so  often.  Had  it  not  been  for  you — I  would  not  be 
struggling  so  hard  to  do  right.  Please  pray  for  me — think 
kindly  of  me.” 

“  In  Charity  Hospital  I  visited  a  colored  man  anxious  to 
find  the  Saviour  and  tried  in  my  humble  way  to  point  him  to 
the  ‘Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  World.’  I 
left  him  quite  cheerful  and  he  promised  still  to  seek  and  not 
give  up.  The  next  week  as  I  approached  his  bedside  he  said, 
‘  I  believe  God  has  forgiven  me  for  Jesus’  sake  ;  His  promises 
are  true,  He  will  not  cast  me  out,  and  I  am  going  to  try  in  the 
future  to  love  and  serve  Him.’  I  conversed  long  with  him 
and  then  offerred  prayer.” 

“  In  another  ward  I  found  Mr.  S. - ,  tenderly  binding 

up  the  lame  foot  of  a  poor  blind  man.  Last  week  Mr.  S - 

gave  his  heart  to  His  Saviour.  O,  how  religion  changes  a 

man.  I  had  known  Mr.  S - nearly  a  year,  and  heard  his 

history,  and  he  used  to  be  so  hard  hearted.” 

“  A  little  boy  of  about  nine  years,  whom  I  met  last  week, 
came  running  in  to  repeat  to  me  the  text  I  taught  him.  He 
said,  I  am  , trying  to  be  a  good  boy  and  I  am  going  to  love 
Jesus,  and  I  will  learn  another  verse  for  you.  When  I 
offerred  him  the  fruit,  he  said,  ‘  I  had  rather,  if  you  please, 
have  a  paper,  I  want  to  be  good.’  I  talk  with  him,  and  think 
his  innocent  childish  conversation  touches  the  hearts  of  the 
men  standing  around.” 
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“  I  was  led  to  the  bed  side  of  a  young  man  in  the  Peniten¬ 
tiary  Hospital.  After  talking  with  him  a  short  time  I  spoke  of 
his  mother,  and  he  was  at  once  melted  to  tears.  I  offerred  to  go 
and  see  her  and  in  my  feeble  way  comfort  her  sorrowing  heart, 
/  oh’  he  said,  ‘  I  would  be  so  grateful  to  you,  but  it  is  asking 
too  much.’  In  one  of  his  letters  to  me,  and  I  have  had  many) 
he  said,  ‘  I  often  think  of  you  as  I  lay  on  my  cot  in  ,the  dark 
and  dismal  cell  during  the  lonely  hours  of  the  night  when 
none  but  God  is  near,  with  thankfulness  that  there  are  still 
those  left  who  think  of  me  with  sufficient  kindness  to 
grasp  me  by  the  hand  and  say,  Friend,  how  do  you  fare? 
I  cannot  tell  you  how  much  I  appreciate  your  self 
sacrificing  kindness.  It  comes  like  a  spring  of  water  to  a 
thirsty  man.  I  always  remember  you  in  prayer,  and 
ask  God  to  crown  /our  labors  in  His  vineyard  with 
success.  I  pray  that  the  experience  of  this  punishment 
may  be  sanctified  to  me  and  guide  me  from  the  rocks  and 
shoals  of  sin  and  temptation  upon  which  I  am  so  early  stranded. 
I  want  to  do  right  and  lean  only  on  the  arm  of  God.  Pray 
for  me  that  strength  may  be  given.” 

“  On  leaving  the.  Pavilion  one  day  recently,  I  noticed  an 
an  insane  woman  sitting  upon  the  rock  beside  the  river,  eating 
seaweed.  I  offerred  her  some  fruit  which  she  politely  declined. 
On  the  next  visit  I  learned  she  had  been  so  violent  as  to  neces¬ 
sitate  a  straight  jacket.  I  gave  her  some  fruit  and  a  tract,  the 
fruit  she  divided  among  the  old  women,  the  tract  she  would 
not  promise  to  read.  While  I  was  speaking  to  the  patients  in 
the  ward,  memories  of  the  past  seemed  to  arise,  and  her 
thought  would  thus  find  utterance.  ‘  And  the  Word  was  made 
flesh.  Every  heart  knoweth  its  own  bitterness,  why  I’ve  read 
about  these  things  somewhere,  it’s  good  to  know  these  sayings, 
and  I  thank  you  for  reminding  me,  come  often,  we  like  you  to, 
we  thank  you  for  your  goodness  to  us,’  ‘  but  ’  said  T,  ‘  do  you 
know  why  I  do  these  things?’  ‘  Oh  yes,  for  the  dear  Saviour’s 
sake.” 
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“  Another  insane  woman  would  not  eat  anything  unless 
forced  to.  On  the  first  visit  I  passed  her  unnoticed,  an  offer¬ 
ing  of  fruit  even  failed  to  arrest  attention.  The  next  time  I 
urged  her  to  taste  just  one  grape,  she  complied,  then  another, 
until  she  had  eaten  a  large  bunch.  A  second  bunch  was  offer- 
ed  and  accepted,  followed  by  a  request  for  still  more.  All  in 
the  ward  were  much  surprised  as  it  was  the  first  time  since  she 
came  to  the  Hospital  she  had  eaten  anything  without  com¬ 
pulsion,  two  attendants  being  required  to  hold  her  while  two 
others  forced  the  food  into  her  mouth.” 

“  We  began  Bible  readings,  prayer  and  singing  in  ward  9. 
(female)  Charity  Hospital,  the  5th  of  June,  after  personal 
labor  with  each  one  in  the  ward,  and  after  giving  each  a 
testament. 

June  1 2th.  A  full  meeting. 

June  19th.  Number  increased,  very  interesting.  Many 
openly  avowed  that  they  were  praying  and  reading  the  Bible. 

June  26th.  Larger  attendance. 

July  3rd.  Patients  from  other  wards  came  in  quite  fillin 
the  long  aisle  between  the  beds,  bringing  children,  and  sittin 
even  on  the  floor. 

July  10th.  Twenty  fallen  women  asked  prayers  that  they 
might  be  converted. 

July  17th.  Very  large  meeting,  perfect  attention  for  more 
than  an  hour,  about  thirty  asked  prayers. 

July  24th.  After  a  very  solemn  meeting  in  ward  9,  the 
nurse  from  wards  4  and  5,  wished  prayer  and  Bible  reading  in 
those  wards,  that  day  and  afterwards. 

July  31st.  Largest  meeting  ever  held  in  ward  9,  afterwards 
one  held  in  ward  14,  many  asked  prayers  and  seemed  greatly 
troubled  on  account  of  their  past  lives,  coming  individually  to 
be  talked  to  and  prayed  with. 

Through  August  and  September  there  were  each  week 
large  and  solemn  meetings,  no  excitement,  but  great 
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earnestness.  I  have  the  names  of  thirty-nine  women  and  girls 
(found  in  Charity  Hospital,)  whose  history  is  known  to  me 
wholly  or  in  part,  who  seem  to  have  resolved,  by  God’s 
help,  to  live  new  lives.  A  large  proportion  of  these  have  given 
evidence  of  genuine  conversion.  One  of  these  patients,  at  my 
earnest  entreaty,  prayed  much  for  two  weeks,  that  the  Lord 
would  show  her,  herself :  she  was  then  almost  overwhelmed 
with  a  sight  of  her  sins,  but  was  very  soon  rejoicing  in  the 
grace  of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  He  in  answer  to  her 
second  prayer,  showed  Himself,  His  pity,  His  love  and 
His  power  to  save  the  uttermost.” 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  we  here  acknowledge  our 
indebtedness  to  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  for 
their  continued  kindness  in  allowing  us  the  use  of  their  Lecture 
Room,  for  our  Weekly  Prayer  Meetings,  (held  every  Thursday 
at  4  P.  M.,  from  June  ist  to  October  ist,  and  at  3  P.  M.  from 
October  ist  to  June  ist.) 


Much  of  the  prosperity  with  which  our  work  has  been 
blessed,  we  trace  to  this  meeting,  for  it  has  been  well  said, 
that  “  to  be  mighty  in  deeds,  one  must  be  mighty  in  Prayer,” 
and  that  “  victories  for  Our  Lord  and  Master,  are  won  in  the 
hour  of  Prayer.” 


We  constantly  distribute  the  Bible.  To  some  the  whole 
Bible,  to  many,  portions  of  it,  and  to  all,  Texts  of  Scripture  on 
cards,  with  carefully  selected  religious  and  secular  reading, 
besides  clothing,  scrap  books,  pictures,  etc. 


We  have  ministered  to  an  average  of  over  seven  hundred 
patients  at  each  of  our  regular  weekly  visits  to  Charity  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Blackwell’s  Island,  where  we  have  distributed

We  have  been  greatly  encouraged  to  pray  at  the  bedsides 
of  the  apparently  unconscious,  having  in  several  instances, 
been  assured  by  the  sufferers  when  they  revived,  that  when 
they  could  not  speak,  or  even  move,  they  were  supported 
and  comforted  by  the  vocal  prayer. 

Many  have  been  rescued  from  the  degradation  of  Intem¬ 
perance,  not  finding  in  their  New  Heart  any  desire  for  the 
Intoxicating  Cup. 
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We  have  been  trying  to  meet  the  great  need  of  occupation 
for  convalescents  in  the  Hospitals.  Many  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  with  materials  for  light  work,  and  most  gratefully  have 
they  thanked  us  for  our  efforts  to  thus  relieve  the  weariness 
of  their  long  days.

We  insert  with  much  pleasure,  the  following  timely  article 
from  Rev.Wm.  Clift,  (who  fully  sympathizes  with  the  great  ob¬ 
jects  of  this  Mission.  Many  members  of  his  parish  sent  con¬ 
tributions  weekly,  from  the  time  that  our  appeal  reached 
them,  until  the  close  of  the  season  of  fruits  and  flowers.) 

“  Of  the  many  charities  that  are  twice  blessed  we  put  the 
Bible  and  Fruit  Mission”  at  the  head  of  the  list.  Is  it  not 
Imitating  the  Master ,  who  went  about  doing  good?  Jesus 
spent  much  of  His  time  in  opening  blind  eyes,  unstopping 
deaf  ears,  making  the  lame  to  walk,  ministering  to  the  sick,  and 
healing  all  manner  of  disease.  All  who  aid  this  Mission  are 
helpful  in  the  same  kind  of  work,  which  had  so  large  a  place 
in  the  sympathies  of  our  blessed  Lord. 

Proportionate  giving  is  much  talked  of  and  highly  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  most  active  Christian  workers  in  all  the 
churches,  as  a  means  of  grace.  Even  a  small  regular  contribu¬ 
tion  offered  every  week  to  the  Lord  for  this  Mission,  cannot  fail 
to  cultivate  the  habit  of  systematic  benevolence,  and  that  is  a 
very  important  element  of  the  Christian  character. 

Close  sympathy  with  suffering  is  better  cultivated  by  giving 
in  kind  than  by  giving  our  money.  The  beautiful  flowers  plucked 
from  our  gardens,  or  from  the  wild  woods  and  waters,  and  the 
lucious  fruits  gathered  from  our  vineyards  and  orchards  go  direct- 
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ly  to  the  sick  and  suffering  as  the  expression  of  our  personal  sym- 
pahy.  These  gifts  that  have  had  our  loving  care  through  all 
their  period  of  growth,  and  have  been  cultivated  for  the  sake 
of  the  Lord’s  suffering  poor,  are  much  more  richly  freighted 
with  prayer  than  money  can  be. 

Educating  thoughtfulness  for  the  poor — is  one  of  the 
beautiful  ministries  of  this  Mission.  It  does  a  great  and  good 
work  in  the  Hospital.  It  does  a  still  better  work — upon  the 
hearts  of  the  young  people  who  are  trained  by  it — to 
habitual  thoughtfulness  and  tender  care  for  the  sick  and  suffer¬ 
ing. 

What  multitudes  of  people  in  all  our  rural  villages  and 
suburbs  have  flowers  in  profusion,  wasting  their  sweetness,  and 
fruits  in  abundance  decaying  upon  the  trees,  or  on  the  ground 
simply  because  they  have  no  habit  of  caring  for  others  and  no 
outlet  for  their  sympathies  and  their  abundance..  This 
Mission  offers  a  channel  for  both.  The  weekly  notice  of  ship¬ 
ping  day  reminds  them  of  an  opportunity  to  bestow  their  super¬ 
fluity  upon  the  needy.  Children  and  neighbors  interested  in 
the  Mission,  plead  for  the  sick  and  suffering  in  our  Hospitals, 
and  offer  to  relieve  them  of  their  abundance. 

A  pleasant  social  occasion  is  the  weekly  shipping  day  for 
the  Hospitals.  The  ladies  belonging  to  the  Mission  take  turns 
in  receiving  the  flowers  and  fruits,  and  in  packing  and  delivering 
them  to  the  Express.  Notice  is  given  from  the  pulpit  and  in 
the  Sabbath  school,  of  the  time  and  place  of  packing.  (Boxes 
of  wood  and  of  paper  for  packing  are  freely  given  by  merchants 
and  trades  people  in  the  village.)  Flowers  are  received  from 
the  contributors  early  in  the  P.  M.,  and  a  little  later  a  company 
of  young  ladies  gather  to  assort  the  flowers,  and  pack  them  for 
their  journey.  Wild  flowers  like  the  Arbutus,  Azaleas,  Laurels, 
Rhododendrons  and  Pond  Lilies  are  usually  packed  in  the 
woods  where  they  are  gathered.  These  excursions  have  been 
as  pleasant  as  a  Pic-Nic,  with  much  less  labor  and  formality  in 
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projecting  them  and  carrying  them  out.  The  result  has  been 
most  happy  in  promoting  acquaintance  and  good  fellowship 
among  the  young  people.” 

The  boxes  are  delivered  to  the  Express,  (who  most  gene¬ 
rously  carry  all  donations  to  this  Mission,  free  of  charge),  early 
in  the  evening  and  the  next  morning  they  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  ladies,  who  distribute  our  gifts  in  the  Wards  of  the  Hospi¬ 
tal,  with  kind  words  expressive  of  their  own  sympathy,  and 
above  all  who  always  lovingly  present  to  the  sufferers,  the  con¬ 
solations  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  The  work  of  the  Summer 
has  done  us  all  good,  and  will  help  to  make  our  young  people 
better  men  and  women.  Flower  borders  will  be  enlarged  and 
special  sowings  will  be  made  for  this  Mission  work.  We  ex¬ 
pect  to  do  much  more  for  you  the  coming  season  than  in 
the  past. 

It  will  bless  the  Churches,  even  more  than  the  Hospitals, 
if  they  will  put  their  hands  to  this  work.” 

We  insert  in  this  connection,  the  following  Extract  : 

FRUITS  AMONG  THE  NECESSITIES  OF  AN  HOSPITAL. 

“  Some  to  whom  we  apply  for  aid  are  wont  to  hint.  ‘Fruits 
belong  to  the  luxuries  of  life.’  Our  best  phpsicians  regard 
them  as  exceedingly  helpful  in  the  medical  treatment  of  their 
patients,  especially  in  the  period  of  convalesence. 

An  abundant  supply  of  fruit  is  recognised  among  the  in¬ 
telligent  and  thoughtful  as  a  preventive  of  disease  and  should 
be  freely  used  for  this  end,  as  well  as  for  the  nourishment  it 
affords. 

Nothing  can  be  more  grateful  to  fever  patients  and  many 
others  in  the  Hospitals,  than  the  fruits  of  our  climate,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  Tropics.  If  we  could  but  have  a  little  of  the 
superfluity  that  runs  to  waste  in  the  gardens,  orchards  and 
vineyards  within  easy  reach  of  the  city  it  would  make  thousands 
in  our  Hospitals  happy,  and  help  their  recovery.

APPEAL. 


The  “New  York  Bible  and  Fruit  Mission  to  our  Public  Hospitals”  in  its  close 
intercourse  with  the  patients  of  these  Institutions,  has  become  painfully  familiar 
with  their  most  urgent  needs,  prominent  among  which  is  the  necessity  of  sub¬ 
stituting  for  the  intoxicating  cup  a  stimulus  satisfying  and  attractive. 

The  “  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Corrections”  report  that  50,000  persons 
(annually  are  discharged  from  the  institutions  under  their  care  and  deposited  at  the 
foot  of  Twenty-sixth  street,  East  River.  A  large  proportion  of  these  are  conva¬ 
lescents  from  the  Hospitals,  exhausted  by  disease  and  suffering,  and  requiring  a 
stimulating  nourishment  of  some  kind.  Upon  the  three  first  squares  there  are 
between  thirty  and  forty  liquor  saloons,  which  at  almost  every  step  offer  an  at¬ 
traction  totally  beyond  the  power  of  these  poor  creatures  to  resist.  Many  are  re¬ 
turned  immediately,  not,  it  is  true,  to  the  Hospital  wards,  but  to  the  restraint  ot 
some  neighboring  Asylum,  and  this  rotation  continues  until  the  deterioration  is 
so  complete  that  the  man  lost  to  all  self-respect  sinks  almost  to  the  brute  level  and 
becomes  a  confirmed  pauper,  fastening  himself  like  a  leech  upon  the  citjAr  chari¬ 
ties. 

With  a  desire  to  neutralize  the  miserable  effects  of  this  influence  by  offering 
a  superior  attraction,  this  Association  proposes  erecting  a  building  upon  lots 
secured  in  this  immediate  neighborhood  for  the  purposes  of  a  “Coffee  House,”  as 
well  as  for  the  accommodation  of  the  other  branches  of  the  work  of  “Bible  and 
Fruit  Mission.”  It  is  the  present  aim  to  supply  only  a  simple  bill  of  fare,  no  dish 
costing  over  five  cents,  but  everything  offered  to  be  of  the  best  quality,  and  served 
attractively. 

Eight  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  to  erect  a  building  equal  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  need.  To  meet  this  demand  the  members  of  this  Association  ask,  of  the 
Christian  public,  aid  to  carry  out  an  enterprise  which  must  commend  itself  to 
every  lover  of  humanity  as  an  effective  effort  for  the  overthrow  of  the  giant  evil 
of  intemperance,  which  is  sending  to  the  Hospitals  and  penal  and  reformatory  In¬ 
stitutions  ninety-nine  per  cent,  of  their  occupants,  crowding  them  to  repletion.

ance  of  the  several  acts  thereafter  passed  by  said  Legislature,  amending  and  extending 
said  act,  do  make,  sign  and  acknowledge  the  following  certificate,  to  wit. 

FIRST.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT, 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  “  New  York  Bible 
and  Fruit  Mission  to  our  Public  Hospitals.” 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  provide  the 
patients  in  our  Public  Hospitals  with  fruit  and  other  light 
nourishment  conducive  to  comfort  and  restoration,  and  to 
distribute  these  by  lady  visitors,  who  shall  at  the  same  time 
lovingly  present,  to  the  sufferers  the  consolations  of  the  Gospel 
of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  fruit,  etc.,  shall  only  be  distributed  under  the 
sanction  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  in  charge. 

ARTICLE  II. 


MEMBERS. 


1.  Any  lady  subscribing  not  less  than  t three J  dollars  an¬ 
nually,  shall  be  a  Member  of  this  Society. 

2.  A  donation  of  five  hundred  dollars  (contributed 
at  one  time)  shall  constitute  a  Patron  of  this  Society, 
of  one  hundred  dollars  an  Honorary  Member,  and  of  fifty 
dollars  a  Life  Member. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DEBT. 

1.  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  by  this  Association. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  authorized  to  collect  money  for  the 
Association  without  presenting  proper  credentials.  1 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS  AND  MEMBERS. 

1.  The  business  of  this  Association  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  twenty-five  Managers,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  at  its 
Annual  Meeting. 

2.  They  shall  choose  from  among  themselves  a  President, 
two  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  and  shall  appoint  certain 
gentlemen  to  act  as  an  Advisory  Committee. 

3.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Managers  to  carry  into 
effect  the  benevolent  designs  of  the  Association,  to  elect  their 
own  Committees,  make  their  own  By-Laws,  fill  any  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  Board,  and  report  annually  to  the  Society 
the  general  work  of  the  year,  including  its  financial  affairs. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  December,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Board  may  direct. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

VISITORS. 

The  Visitors  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  this  Asser¬ 
tion.  On  application,  their  fitness  for  the  service  shall  be  care¬ 
fully  considered  by  a  committee  of  the  Board,  and  if  satisfac- 
tory,  they  shall  be  appointed  for  this  work,  under  restrictions 
named  in  the  By-Laws.

AMENDMENT. 

Any  alteration  in  tbis  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  on  the  recommendation  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  without  such  recommenda¬ 
tion,  provided  the  proposed  amendment  be  specified  in  the 
notification  of  the  Meeting,  and  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  voting  in  its  favor.

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  cor¬ 
respondence,  prepare  a  synopsis  of  the  Visitors  reports,  to 
be  presented  at  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
prepare  the  Annual  Report. 


IV. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  hall  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Association,  to  be 
read  at  the  succeeding  meeting  for  consideration  or  approval, 
give  notice  of  regular  or  special  meetings,  notify  committees  of 
their  appointment,  and  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  names, 
residences  and  denomination  of  each  Managers. 

V. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  belonging  to  the 
Society,  and  acknowledge  the  same  and  keep  a  strict  record  of 
all  subscriptions  and  donations  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  donars. 

She  shall  make  payments  and  investments  ordered  by  the 
Board,  and  present  to  their  Monthly  Meeting,  or  oftener  at 
request,  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts,  appropriations  and 
investments.  She  shall  also  prepare  for  publication  an  Annual 
Report. 

All  monies  of  the  Society  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bank 
designated  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  all  bills  shall  be 
paid  by  checks. 
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VI. 

COMMITTEES. 

The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Board,  annually  :  Devotional  Committee,  Auxiliary  Com 
mittee,  Puchasing  Committee,  Auditing  Committee,  House 
Committee,  Committee  on  Comforts  for  Convalescents,  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Singing,  Committee  on  Bible  and  Fruit  Mission 
Sewing  Society,  Committee  on  Reading  Matter. 

VII. 

DEVOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Devotional  Committee  shall  hold  themselves  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  Thursday  Prayer  Meeting,  and  maintain  a  general 
supervision  of  the  Ward  Meetings  in  the  Hospitals,  or  of  any 
other  service  conducted  there.  No  meeting  of  any  kind  shall 
be  held  in  the  Hospitals  without  their  approval. 

They  shall  consider  the  Visitors  as  under  their  special 
charge,  and  see  that  a  correct  list  is  kept  of  the  names,  resi¬ 
dences  and  denomination  of  all  such. 

VIII. 

AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auxiliary  Committee  shall  mantain  a  correspondence 
with  the  members  of  its  branch  organizations  in  the  various 
localities  where  Auxiliary  Associations  are  formed,  relative  to 
the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
articles  for  Hospital  service. 

IX. 

PURCHASING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  make  all  necessary 
purchases. 
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X. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  examine  all  drafts  upon  the 
treasury,  and  if  approved,  affix  to  such  the  signature  of  at  least 
one  of  their  number.  No  bills  shall  be  paid  without  this 
endorsement.  They  shall  also  audit  semi-annually  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts. 

XI. 

HOUSE  OMMITTEE. 

The  House  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
the  executive  department  of  the  House  and  regulate  the  details 
of  its  management. 

XII. 


EMPLOYMENT  COMMITTEE. 

The  Employment  Committee  shall  endeavor  to  relieve  the 
tedium  of  convalescent  patients  while  in  the  Hospital,  by 
furnishing  them  with  suitable  occupation. 

XIII. 


COMMITTEE  ON  BEADING  MATTEE, 

All  such  material  shall  be  submitted  to  this  committee  for 
inspection  and  approval  before  it  is  distributed  through  the 
Hospital  Wards. 

XIV. 


STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

These  Committees  shall  make  their  own  rules,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board,  appoint  their  own  time  and  place  of 
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meeting,  decide  upon  the  number  constituting  their  quorum, 
and  submit  to  the  Board  a  written  report  monthly. 

The  Chairmen  of  standing  committees  must  present  all 
important  business  to  the  Board  for  approval  before  action  in 
the  several  committees. 

XY. 

ANNUAL  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  for  the  coming  year  shall  be 
considered  due  at  the  time  of  holding  the  Annual  Meeting,  the 
Monthly  Subscriptions  the  first  of  each  month.

;  PRAYER  MEETING. 

A  Prayer  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  Thursday  of  each  week 
in  the  parlor  of  the  “  Mission,”  for  the  special  interest  of  the 
work.  All  ladies  are  cordially  invited  to  attend. 

XVII. 

AMENDMENTS, 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board,  notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  minuted  at 
a  previous  meeting,  and  a  week’s  written  notice  having  been 
sent  to  each  manager. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 

I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  the  “  New  York  Bible  and 
Fruit  Mission  to  our  Public  Hospitals,”  incorporated  by  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  April  twelfth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  the  sum  of 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  Association. 


RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 


1.  Visitors  shall  meet  in  the  Bible  Fruit  and  Mission 
Room  at  the  Hospital  at  the  hour  designated  by  the  lady  in 
charge,  and  before  entering  on  the  work,  a  brief  Devotional 
Service  shall  there  be  observed. 

2.  A  lady  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  to  superintend 
the  Visitors  and  record  their  names.  All  Visitors  shall  report 
to  her  before  entering  on  duty,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  their 
work.  She  shall  apportion  the  wards  and  the  Visitors  systema¬ 
tically,  so  that  a  few  may  not  be  visited  to  the  neglect  of  the 
others.  The  reading  matter  shall  be  under  her  supervision. 

3.  Visitors  are  advised  to  observe  caution  in  their  minis' 
trations  to  the  patients,  that  undue  excitement  may  be  avoided, 
and  refrain  from  approaching  any  patient  shielded  by  a  screen, 

4.  Nourishment  shall  only  be  given  under  sanction  of 
the  physician. 

5.  The  “  Mission  ”  being  strictly  undenominational 
Visitors  shall  be  careful  not  to  enforce  any  sectarian  views, 
but  present  the  plan  of  Salvation  in  its  simplicity. 

6.  They  will  remember  they  are  but  guests  at  the  Hospi¬ 
tal,  and  will  carefully  avoid  all  criticism  of  its  working  or 
government,  and  maintain  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circum¬ 
stances  a  consistent  Christian  deportment.  A  plain  dress  is 
strongly  recommended  on  such  occasions  free  from  conspicious 
ornaments.  When  prayer  at  the  bed  side  of  patients  may  afford 
comfort  or  strength,  it  is  urged  that  Visitors  should  be  careful 
not  to  neglect  such  service 
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7-  All  Visitors  are  urged  to  be  present  at  the  Thursday 
Prayer  Meeting,  and  offer  for  consideration  or  prayer  any 
cases  of  interest  that  may  have  occurred  during  the  week. 

8.  No  solicitation  for  money  for  special  cases  shall  be 
made  of  the  Visitors.  All  such  needs  shall  be  met  by  reference 
to  the  proper  committee. 

9.  There  shall  be  no  singing  in  the  Wards,  except  under 
the  sanction  of  the  proper  authorities 
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Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  My  brethren  ye  have  done 
unto  Me. — St.  Matthew  25,  40.
